Dr Marshak and Prof Bribe

Sirius B It is the gas hydrogen- 
which is now believe! to bp the 
"fuel* which mast stars burn to 
create their enormous outpour¬ 
ings of radiation. 

At the high temperatures and 
densities of Sirius B thr radiation
